admitted at the 35 cent rate. 


The gross injustice done tho American 


producers Jot tobacco by the present 
enforcement of the law calls for a speedy 
righting of the wrongs done. 


The conclusion is evident thot ooo of 


throe things must take place. 


1. A different ruling must be made 


by tho authorities, in accordance with 
the intent of tbe law. 


2. A change in the law maet be made 


by congress, or 


8. Tho constantly increasing impor- 


tations of foreign goods will bring stag- 
nation and disaster to our domestic 
trade. 


An honest tariff ot 75 cents is indis- 


pensable to protect the industry against 
the servile labor in tropical regions. 


There has bean too long a condition of 


apathy in this matter, action is needed 
if the industry is to become more pros- 
perous instead ot more depressed. 


The agitation begun in tbe west ia ex- 


tending to the east and a firm and earn- 
est [protest of such character and mag- 
nitude aa to make it iiresistablo—should 
go before congress at its coming session, 
if relief cannot be had from the oxecuti re 
branch of the government. 


In this movement every grower and 


desler in the land has a deep individual 
interest, end all are not only requested 
but urged either to be present at this 
meeting in person, or see that represen- 
tatives are sent from their respective 
sections. 


T ho present btate of doubt and distrust

DEAB Sin: Your favor of tbe 12th 
eached me in duo time, and I hasten to 
oply. 
As president ot the Tobacco 


Jrowers' association I am pleased to bear 
:hat your people havo become awakened 
on the subject ot a tariff revision, which 
will meet our wants, and give tbe tobacco 
growing industry its much needed pro- 
,ectioD. Our people in the Now England 
htates have been organized for two years 
last, and supposed in the outlet that we 
iad provided umply against the importa- 
;ion of Sumatra tobacco sufficiently to 
protect our interest, but as the revision 
;wo years ago last spring wns passed in a 
3urry and On tho eve ot the adjournment 
o! congress, it failed to bo just what we 
needed. We havn beou trying constantly 
to Ret it so altered as to give us just wbu* 
we wanted, and |havo only succeeded i. 
getting on order from the treasury de 
partmont for o strict conBtriotion of thi 
law. Winter before last we spent muot 
time in congress, bat tho "ways and 
means committee" being against us in 
sentiment, we were unable to got them 
to report a bill such us would give us tho 
needed relief. 
Tiio present fault with 


tbo law is not its enforcement, but that if 
does not cover tbe ground necessary. Al 
Sumatra tobacco or any other tobnooo o 
that fineness of testnro to bo suitable fo: 
wiappers, and requiring 100 leaves o: 
morn to'weigh a pound does pay thi 
regular duty asked for at 75 cents pei 
pound if not stemed, it stemed Sl.O' 
per ponnd. Now tho evasion of thi 
law 
comes 
just 
in 
this 
way 


The buyer in Amsterdam will buy ton o 
twenty thousand bales of Sumatra o 
that grade, (or it will be put up expressly 
so that it will not require but ninety-nine 
leaves or leaa to weigh a pound), which 
will come wilbin tho provisions ot th" 
law, and consequently it will only hav 
to pay a duty oC 35 cents per pound 
which was exactly .the old law. 
So yoi 


can see that a bale of Sumatra having 
one hundred or more leaves to the pounf 
would pay a dutyof 75 cents; and a bal 
having ninety-nice leaves or less to the 
pound would only pay a duty of 35 cents 
end there is not 10 cents por pound dif 
terenco iu that or any other wrappe 
tobacco, which requires 
ninety .nim 


leaves or QIJU hundred leaves to -thi 
pound. Consequently none, or very littli 
requiring one hundred loaves or mor 
to the pound, is imported; but all o 
nearly all, has ninety-nine or less to th 
pound at the old duty. Now just wha 
wo want, or just wbai we must bave, i 
this, (and all interested must agree upoi 
the one thing to be asked for), eithe 
that the duty per pound shall bo in 
creased largely, or tho number of leavei 
por pound bo diminished largely. I shall 
lay your letter before our eiecutiv 
committee, and they may conclude t 
ecnd mo or some one else to attend yon 
meeting. What we ought to do is this 
Some oue ought to be appointed to go in 
to every wrapper-growing county or con 
gressional district in the states and organ 
ize the growers for the coming fight in th 
next congress. Let rae hoar from yon a 
ary moment, and tell me just what yo 
would like us to do m tbe premises. Yo 
will find os heart and hand with yo 
every time.
